Guard Crushed Between Cars. 


Henry Firsker, the guard who was 
killed, seemed to have been standin, 
01 the platform between the last and 
next to last cars of the Kcsciusko Street 
cars. both of which were telescyped. His 
head was subsequently seen oretricaing 
from a mass of debris and his right «erm 
was discovered twenty-five feet up tne 
track. When the wreckage, after icur 
hours, was raised his body was recoyv- 
ered.

The packs bore down on the Man- 
hattan side of the river all day, and 
completely clogged the open ways through 
which the battleship launches had been 
making landings since the arrival of the 
fleet before Christmas. A glance at the 
river was sufficient to convince the fleet 
commander that any attempt to send a 
launch ashore would be extremely hazard- 
ous. Every warship, from the Kansas at 
the lower end of the column to the Pan- 
ther at the upper end, was held tight in 
fields of up-river ice that rode down on 
the ebb tide. 

Riverside residents were treated to an 
unusual spectacie last night by way of 
searchlight flashes in the sleet. storm. 
Every battleship carries a battery of 
searchlights, and these were all suddenly 
put in operation when the storm was 
sweeping over the river. The huge re- 
flectors shot long lanes of white light 
up and down the river and tapped the 
Manhattan and New Jersey shores. 

One Reverside resident -telepnoned to 
THE TIMES to ask if what he saw was the 
aurora borealis. ‘he fact was that the 
lights were thrown as an aid to naviga- 
tion in the event that any vessel hap- 
pened to be in the river.

Young Sidis, wno was accompanied by 
his father. Dr. Boris Sidis, the well- 
known psychologist, stepped to the front, 
aid. wiih a childish laugh, began his lec- 
ture He wore a red handkerchief such 
as is commonly worn by boys in the pri- 
and his handwriting was 
that of a child. But his mind was far 
from childish, and some cf his ideas 
Wers oevond the comprehension of many 
of his auditors. 

The fourth dimension, the subject of 
the boy’s lecture, belongs to the highest 
branch of mathematics, and is commonly 
looked upon sas a study for only the old- 
est and most experienced professors, It 
exists only as a mathematical theory. 
The three obvious dimensions of space 
may be illustrated by a straight line, by 
a plane like the top of a table, and by 
a cube. In the fourth dimension the fig- 
ures of the third dimension, for instance, 
the cube. are used as sides and a figure 
ic censtructed. This figure can only be 
explained and illustrated in terms of 
geometry.

mary schools, 


acquired his knowl- 
edge of the subject. by taking the most 
advanced courses in mathemgtics given 
at Harvard. He has worked out a num- 
ber of original theories, which are said 
to have been accepted by the mathemati- 
cians. The boy started his lecture by an 
explanation of the meaning of the fourth 
dimension, and then proceeded to show 
how these fourth dimensional figures are 
constructed. He said that he did not 
expect to lecture so soon, but he had 
been called on and he would do it. 

‘‘People are apt to look on the fourth 
dimension space as something of the- 
oretical value only,’’ said young Sidis. 
“This is wrong. It has great value in 
solving some of the most difficult of 
geometrical problems, and a good under- 
standing of the sibject is apt to revolu- 
tionize the whole subject of geometry. 

“The fourth dimensional space is a 
Euclidian space, with one more dimension 
added to it. It formed bv a direct 
perpendicular to the third dimensional 
space. In reasoning in this space we take 
the axioms of piaiie ang soiid geometry 
as evidence. The fourtn Gimens:onal: solid 
is called a configuration. Any sort of 
tHird dimensional space may be_ the 
boundaries of tie fourth dimensional 
space. In the fourth dimensional space 
we use the cube and polygons of the third 
dimensional space as faces, and with these 
construct the figure of the fourth dimen- 
sion. 

“These figures cannot be grasped by 
our minds, but can be reduced to a geo- 
metrical formula and can be constructed 
by the aid of geometry and algebra.

Orange and Rockland Counties, comprising 
about 10,000 acres, to be held by the State 
in perpetuity, as a State park.

Senator Sullivan Demands Investiga- 
tlon of Reported Traffic in New York. 


Special to The New York Times. 

ALBANY, Jan. 5.—In the Senate to-day 
a slight diversion was furnished by ‘‘ Big 
Tim” Sullivan, who, after introducing a 
bill providing for the incorporation of the 
World Bible League, sent te the Clerk’s 
desk a much preambled resolution provid- 
ing for an investigation of the reports 
that New York City is a centre for the 
so-called white slave traffic.

CALLS FOR REFORMS 


Stands by Demand for Direct 
Nominations—Would End Book- 
‘making and White Slave Traffic. 








PRAISES DONORS OF PARK 
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Urges Changes to Improve Court Pro- 
cedure—Favors Extension of Pow- 


ers of Public Service Commissions. 





ALBANY, Jan. 5.—Reco:mmendations for 
legislation in regard to a number,of im- 


| portant subjects are contained in the an- 
nual 
| the 


message of Gov. Hughes, read to 
Legislature to-day. The Governor 
renews his recommendation for the en- 
actment of a direct nominatious law. He 
urges improvement in electiog methods, a 
reform of judicial procedure to prevent 
delay and waste, extension of the powers 
of the Public Service Commission, enact- 
ment of a law to penalize bookmaking, 
and stringent measures to suppress the 
white slave traffic. He also takes up 
New York City charter revision, extension 
of the forest preserves, taxes on auto- 
mobiles, regulation and development of 
water power, and amendment of the em- 
ployers’ liability law. 

The Governor reports that during the 
fiscal year ended Sept. 30, 1909, the total 


-amount received by the State was $52,- 
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This was $004,254 in excess of 
the receipts of the preceding fiscal year. 
The receipts from taxes were $28,728,987, 
a decrease of $2,578,004. The falling off 
Was due to a decrease of $4,218,794 in the 
liquor tax, which- was due to a change in 
the beginning of the excise year from 
May 1 to Oct. 1. The liquor tax receipts 
for the calendar year, the Governor says, 
are substantially the same as formerly. 
The total disbursements for the year were 
$64,109,227. The surplus on Sept. 30, 1909, 
was $5,455,848. The State debt has been 
increased $41,230,660 through the issue of 
additional bonds amounting tO $10,000,000 
for canal and highway purposes. 

To Accept Harriman and Other Gifts. 

He announces the gift to the State by 
Mrs. Mary W. Harriman of a tract ol 
about 10,000 acres in Orange and Rocs- 
land Counties for the creation of a State 
park, and gifts from other persons for 
Same purpose. Private subscriptious 
for the work amounting to $1,625,000 have 
been obtained, in addition to Mrs. Harri- 
man’s gift. 

Gov. Hughes says 
pleasure’ that he announces the gift by 
Mrs. Mary W. Harriman, widow of Ed- 
ward H. Harriman, of 10,000 acres of land 
in Orange and Rockland Counties for a 
State park, and $1,000,000 with which to 
purchase land lying between this tract 
and the Hudson River. 

“Through this generous and patriotic 
action, which cannot be too highly com- 
mended,” he says, ‘* there will at once be 
afforded a basis not only for necessary 
conservation, but for the development of 
a public recreation ground in a region ot 
matchless beauty, rich in historical asso- 
ciations, and close to the abodes of more 
than half the people of the State, I 
recommend appropriate recognition of this 
munificence and the enactment of suit- 
able measures in order to provide for the 
acceptance of the gift and its use for the 
purposes defined.’’ =f 

He goes on to tell of the fund of $1,625,- 
000 contributed by John D. Rockeseliler 
and J. Pierpont Morgan, $500,000 each; 
Margaret Olivia Sage, William K. Van- 
derbilt, George F. Baker, James Stillman, 
John DP. Archbold, William Rockefeller, 
Frank A. Munsey, Henry Phipps, E. T. 
Stotesbury, E. H. Gary, and George W. 
Perkins, $50,000 each, and Helen Miller 
Gould and V. Everit Macy, $25,000 each, 
and Ellen Ff. and Arthur.

emended or repealed, so as to avoid any 
conflict of authority. I may add that in 
the near future it mav alJso be advisable 
to consider the desirability of vyroper 
measures to protect by suitabie inter-State 
action the watershed in Northern New 
Jersey, and in the adjoining part of this 
Stute, and that jurisdiction for this pur- 
pose might properly be confided to the 
eExine commission. } 

“Tt is also fitting that the location of 
the new State Prison should not inter- 
fere with the execution of the plan, and 
that another site should be found there- 
for. A econtract has not yet been let 
for the construction of the building, and 
whatever loss may result from the change 
by reason of any work on the prison site 
cannot fairly be regorded as a sufficient 
objection in the light of the extent and 
purpose of these contributions. 

‘‘There remains the question of the ap- 
propriation to be made by the State. In 
view of the heavy demands upon the State 
Treasury, to which I shall refer later, it 
will be difficult, if not impossible, for ade- 
quate appropriations to be made out of 
our annual income. Nor is it desirable 
that the completion of this plan should 
be delaved to await thw raising of the nec- 
essary amounts by annual appropriations 
distributed over a long period of vears. 
Such delay will inevitably increase the 
cost and obstruct the carrying out of the

are The advisable course, in my judg- 
ment, would be to provide for the neces- 
sary appropriation by an issue of bonds, 
with adequate sinking fund, and thus to 
make available, as the commission may 
require it, the desired amount, and to ac- 
complish the purpose with the least possi- 
ble delay and without needlessly enhanced 
expense. Under the Constitution it would 
be necessary that the creation of such a 
debt should be approved by the people at 
@ general election, and it may be submit- 
ted for such approval next Fall. Before 
these subscriptions were obtained I sug- 
gested this course to the commission, and 
en gave their cordial assent to its adop- 
ion. 

“We may thus at an early day secure 
the conservation of the natural beauty of 
the west bank of the Hudson River and 
the provision of a public park of inesti- 
mable advantage to the people, which will

On canals the message says that work 
amounting to approximately $16,000,000 
will be completed during 1910, and that 
the barge canal system probably will be 
completed by the end of 1914. 

‘‘Important progress has been made,” 
Gov. Hughes says, ‘in the construction 
and improvement of our highways. Of 
the 520 miles of roads under contract 
when the new State Highway Commis- 
sion entered upon its work at the begin- 
ning of last year, 201 miles have heen 
completed and accepted, and of the re- 
maining 319 miles, 75 per cent. of the 
work has been done.

Agricultural Refornis Urged. 


The Governor says that provision should 
be made ‘“‘to promote the efficiency of 
the important work of the State in the 
protection of the interests of agriculture 
and to afford suitable advantages for 
agricultural education.’’ An outbreak of 
the foot and mouth disease and the ap- 
pearance of the brown-tail moth during 
the last year were dealt with so effi- 


ciently, he says, that losses amounting 
to inillions of dollars probably were avert- 
ed. He renews the recommendation that 
consideration should be given to the sub- 
ject of me&t inspection so that there 
may be proper’ supervision- over the 
slaughtering of animals in the State of 
New Yerk and the puvlic health protect- 
ed accordingly. He says that he has 
bcen informed that animals which could 
not pass the Federal inspection are bene

Improvement should also be made, 
he says, in connection with the inspec- 
tion of milk for food by such measures 
as will protect the public and will con- 
Serve the just interests of the dairymen.

Amendment of the laws so as to provide 
more efficiently for protection of streams 
from pollution is urged. 


Public Service Commissions. 
Extension of the Public Service Com- 
missions law so as to include jurisdiction 
over telegraph and telephone companies, 


their rates, service, and other matters, is 
recommended. 

‘*T disapproved of the consolidated rail- 
road law passed at the last session,”’ the 
Governor continues, ‘‘ because the inclu- 
sion in the consolidated statute (if enact- 
ed as worded) of the provisions of Sec- 
tions 37 and 38 of the railroad law, with 
regard to ratos and charges, might form 
the basis for a claim that it was the in- | 
tention of the Legislature to continue 
these provisions, notwithstanding the sub- 
sequent enactment of the Public Service 
Commissions law. I advise the formal re- 
peal of these provisions of the railroad 
law. And if a consolidateg statute, with- 
out a general revision, is enacted—the 
wisdom of which is open to serious ques- 
tion—they should be omitted.’”’ 


Changes in Election Laws. 


“There is a just and widespread de- 
mand,’’ says Gov. Hughes, ‘‘ for improve- 
ment in election methods. As I stated in 
my last annual message, progress in solv- 
ing the problems of! State Government 
would seem to involve the concentration 
of responsibility with regard to Executive 
powers. To accomplish this there should 
be a reduction in the number of elective 
offices. The ends Of democracy will be 
better attained to the extent that the at- 
tention of the voters may be focused upon 
comparatively few offices, the incumbents 
of which can be held strictly account- 
able for administration. This will tend to 
promote efficiency in public office by in- 
creasing the effectiveness of the voter and 
by diminishing the opportunities of polit- 
ical manipulators who take advantage of 
the multiplicity of elective offices to 
perfect their schemes at the public ex- 
pense. I am in favor of as few elective 
offices as may be consistent with the 
proper accountability to the people, and a 
short ballot. 

‘Jt is apparent that 
would require revision of our constitu- 
tional scheme. Some progress might be 
made by the reduction of elective officers 
in municipalities and in the case of cer- 
tain minor statutory officers. It is idle, 
however, to expect under the present 
Constitution to achieve what is really a 
short ballot, and those who limit them- 
selves to this effort negiect, in my judg- 
vent, present opportunities so far as this 
State is concerned.”

Liability Law Recommendations. 


On the question of labor, the message 
says: 

“Existing conditions with regard to 
employers’ liability and compensation for 
workmen's injuries are so unjust that 
there should be remedial action as soon 
as it can be taken intelligently after 
competent investigation. The present 


methods are satisfactory neither to em- 
ployer nor employed, and the rules of law 
e2overning legal Jiability offend the com- 
mon sense of fairness. Under the legis- 
lation of the last session a commission, 
broadly representative in character, was 
appointed and authcrized to make full in- 
quiry with respect to industrial accidents 
and their causes, and also into the causes 
of unemployment and the means of secur- 
ing a petter distribution of.labor. The 
work of this commission should be sup- 
ported, and it is hoped that its labors 
and recommendations may lead to the 
adoption of comprehensive measures 
which will avoid the present waste and 
injustice, and promote contentment and 
prosperity by securing improved condi- 
tions for those engaged in industrial oc- 
cupations.”’ 

The Governor urges reforms in budget 
making and the system of appropriations 
for the conduct of the State Government. 
The salient feature of the Governor's 
recommendations with reference to the 
making up of the State budget provides 
for legislation making it incumbent upon 
any State officer, department, commis- 
sion, or any other person or association 
desiring appropriations to file with the 
Controller prior to Dec. 1 a detailed 
statement of the amounts required and 
the reasons therefore. This, the Gov- 
ernor declares, will insure ‘‘ desirable pub- 
licity with respect to demands upon the 
State,’’ and ‘*‘ prepare the way for such 
further methods of examination, com- 
parison, and criticism as expetience may 
show to be adyisable.’’ 

On the subject of insurance, Gov. 
Hughes recommends that adequate pro- 
vision be made for frequent examinations 
of insurance companies. He continues: 

‘“‘I also advise that the business of 
Lioyds’ insurance in this State should be 
put upon a proper basis, and that such 
legislation be adopted as will make it im- 
possible for business to be conducted ex- 
cept under conditions which insure ade- 
quate protection.’’ 

Municipal Government. ; 

“There should be constant effort,’ the 
message says, ‘‘to minimize the amount 
of special legislation sought for in con- 
nection with municipal charters. Where 
amendment is needed the aim should be 
to provide a general provision which at 
least will make further application to the 
Legislature unnecessary. While the prob- 
lems of municipal government are being 
studied and various experiments are 
pointing the way to theiy solution,, we 
should endeavor to enlarge the freedom of 
local government and remove from the 
field of legislation the host of petty de- 
mands which annually encumber the work 
of the Legislature. There should be early 
revisjon of the charter of the City of 
New York. 

‘The adoption of the constitutional 
amendment with regard to the debt limit 
in that city imposes upon the Legislature 
the duty of prescribing the method by 


‘which, and the terms and conditions un- 


der which, the amount of any lebt to be 
excluded in ascertaining the extent of 
the city’s borrowing power shall be de- 
termined. This should receive the most 
eareful attention to the end that, while 
the intent of the constitutional amend- 
ment shall be fully carried out, the city 
shall be protected by proper and accurate 
methods of computation and accounting.’’ 

In recommending amendments to the 
law regulating motor traffic, the Gover- 
nor advocates a substantial license tax, 
the proceeds to be devoted to highway 
repairs; the bestowal of a license to run 
an automobile to be made only after 
special tests, and to be subject to sus- 
pension or revocation, and, in case of 
repeated infractions of the law, forfeiture 
that will permanently disqualify the hol- 
der of the license from having it re- 
newed, The Governor reconmends that 
it be made a crime with a@ severe pen- 
alty attached for any one to seek to 
escape after causing an accident. 

In reference to bookmaking and oral 
betting, Gov. Hughes has this.4o say: 

‘‘In view of the efforts that have been 

nade to evade the statute; and despite 
its prohibitions ta continue the business 
of bookmaking either recording in the 
usual way or with records so concealed 
us to make detection difficult, I recom- 
mend that the law be amended so as to 
penalize the practice of bookmaking, even 
though there be no recording.’’ 

Gov. Hughes also recommends to the 
Legislature «he enactment of whatever 
provisions may be necessary in order to 
render the law efficacious in dealing with 
the conditions revealed in recent investi- 
gations of the so-called white slave traf- 


io. 

Under the heading “ Unnecessary Of- 
fices,’’ the Governor says: 

‘Tt again recommend that the Board of 
Port Wardens be reduced to five mem- 
bers, in Heu of the present board of nine, 

‘*T also recommend that the positions 
of Supervisors of running race meetings 
and trotting race meetings be abolished 
and their duties be transferred to the 
State Controller, to be performed by his 
subordinates.”’ 


Judicial Procedure. 
In regard to judicial reform the Gov- 
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worked by the introduction of the Mas- 
sachusetts bailot. In support of this rec- 
9mimendation he points to the officiai 
ballot at the recent municipal election in 
New York City, «which was about four 
feet wide and had nineteen columns tor 
city eandidates. 
‘Tt became such

tion of such an.unwieldy ballot, with its 
absurd duplications, in the most impor- 
tant municipal election heid.in this coun- 
try, is sucii a serious reflection upon our 
capacity to devise suitable election meth- 
ods that we should hasten out of very 
shame to make needed corrections.” 
What the Governor proposes is not a 
straight Massachusetts ballot, but a com- 
promise affair, which would have the 
party designations and emblems opposite 
the name of candidates, these, however, 
to be grouped under the title of the office 
and in alphabetical order, as is done in 
the Massachuseits ballot. ‘ 
The Governor brings up the experience 
with the Constitutional amendments in 
the last election as evidence of a “Jament- 
able lack of sense of responsibilitv on 
the part of our citizens with respect to 
changes in the fundamental law.” 
“This in part,’’ he says, ‘‘ may be due 
to want of familiarity with proposals, 
and I urge for your consideration that 
appropriate means should be devised te 
apprise the voters of the nature of 
amendments submitted. The delivery of 
the text of amendments at the time of 
registration in districts where personai 
registration is necessary and suitable no. 
tification elsewhere would be of no little 
rdvantage.”’ 


Direct Nominations. 


On tlie subject of direct nominations. 
the Governor follows closely the recom- 
mendations mace in his message of last 
year, leaving the distinct impression that 
he has not changed his mind about the

In sub- 
stance his recommendations aim at a 
State wide enrollment of the voters, an 
official direct primary ballot, the assump- 
tion by the public instead of the party or- 
ganizations of the expenses of holding 
primary elections, the extension of the 
Corrupt Practices act to the primaries, 
and the definite provision in the law to 
govern the anfount which may be expend- 
ed by candidates and the erection of the

The natural disinclination to 
interfere with the methods to which we 
are accustomed, and to avoid raising con- 
troversies oveg provisions of new statutes, 
should not discourage the effort to reduce 
the importance of technicalities in litiga- 
tion and to facilitate the speedy dispo- 
sition of causes upon their merits. This 
subject is engaging the attention of care- 
ful students, and any measures, although 
not comprehensive, which may prove an 
aid in minimizing the delays of litigation 
and in destroying the opportunities of 
professional controversy for its own sake, 
should receive favorable consideration.”’ 


BILLS IN THE LEGISLATURE. 


One Provides for Des Moines Plan of 
Government for Buffalo. 


Special to The New York Times,' 

ALBANY, Jan. 5.-—Government by com- 
mission on the so-called Des Moines plan 
is proposed, for Buffalo in a bill intro- 
duced at the opening session by Senator 
Davis of that city. It is the first time 
this &istinétly Western idea has been 
embodied in any measure submitted to 
the Legigiature of this State. 

The proposed amendments to the Buf- 
falo charter call for the conduct of the 
City Government through five executive 
departments—public affairs, accounts and 
finances, public safety, streets and pub- 
lic improvements, and parks and public 
property. These departments are to be 
conducted by a Mayor and four Council- 
men, in whom shall be vested all legis- 
lative and judicial and executive powers 
of the City Government. 

The bill provides for the nomination of 
all candidates for city offices by pétition, 
and for second and third choice voting, 
along the line of plans in operation in cer- 
tain Western States.. The new charter is 
not ta go into effect until after it has 
been passed upon by voters of Buffalo 
at a referendum. If adopted in that man- 
ner the bill provides that the first elec- 
tion under the new charter shal] take 
place on Nov. 7, 1911.

The pres- 
ent plan differs from that proposal by in- 
cluding the Japanese, as well as the Rus-

Russia, however, is not willing to accept 
the suggestion of the United States Gov- 
ernment without giving the subject the 
most careful study. An answer to the 
memorandum may not be expected, it is 
annotinced, for a week, perhaps a month, 
for experts are now engaged in an in- 
vestigation of the whole matter, and the 
Cabinet has taken cognizance of the mem- 
orandu™m. 

Tne American memorandum further an- 
nounces that a syndicate composed of 
Americans and Englishmen has obtained 
a concession for the construction of a 
railroad from Aigun, in Northern Man- 
churia, to Chin-chow-fu. and thatthe 
| British and American Governments in- 
‘tend to support it diplomatically. This 
'part of the memorandum has been re- 
ceived less favorably by Russia, for 
while no statement has been made re- 
garding it, officials, in discussing this 
feature, have asserted that Russia would 
strenuously oppose the crossing of the 
Russian railroad at Tsitsihar, and would 
be very unwilling for a railroad to ap- 
proach the weak Amur frontier, which 
would compel a heavy concentration of 
troops at Blagovestchensk. 

The difficulties at Harbin in connection 
with the municipalities are apparently in 
a fair way of settlement. The United 
States has intimated its desire to seek an 
adjustment of the contentious clauses of 
the agreement signed last May by Russia 
and China, providing a method of govern- 
ment for the Russian railroad zone in 
Manchuria. The agreement consists or 
eighteen articles. It is based on @ guar: 
antee of Chinese sovereignty, and estab- 
lishes the principle of joint administration. 
Recently, however, several of the clauses 
have been under reconsideration, and the 
Russian Government is willing to accept 
any fair basis of agreement suggested 
by the United States. 











3ankers connected with the American 
syndicate which obtained participation in 
the Hankow-Sze-Chuen international loan 
of $30,000,000 disclaimed all knowledge last 
night of the State Department’s plans 
to internationalize ‘the financing of the 
Manchurian lines. 

Last Summer, when it was first learned 
that the State Department would demand 
an equal participation with England, 
France, and Gernrany in the financing 
of the Hankow Railroad and its exten- 
sions, the bankers who joined in the 
plan hinted at their intention to embark 
largely in Chinese financial affairs, but 
no suggestion was made that the Man- 
churian territory where Japan has been 
active in railroad development since the 
close of the Russo-Japanese war would 
be invaded.

KNOX FOR ARBITRAL COURT. 


Proposes Extension of Jurisdiction of 
The Hague Prize Tribunal. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 5.—Secretary Knox 
has addressed.a circular. note to the pow- 
ers proposing that the jurisdiction of the 
International Prize Court, authorized in 
1907 by The Hague Peace Conference, be 





‘extended so as to make it a court of 


arbitral justice. This note was dated Oct. 
18,» 1909. No responses have’ been re- 
ceived, A statement explaining the con- 
tents of the note and the reasons for the 


proposal was given out to-night by Secre- 
tary Knox. 

The International Prize Court was to be 
composed of fifteen judges, eight of whom 
were to be chosen from the larger mari- 
time countries, Germany, Austria-Hun- 
gary, France, Great Britain, Italy, Japan, 
and the United States, and were to serve 
six years. The other judges were to be 
chosen from the remaining nations. 

In his statement Secretary Knox says: 


The advantage-.of-investing , the Prize 
Court with the functions of a court of ar- 
bitral justice needs no argument, because 
it is obviously easier to utilize an exist- 
ing body than to ‘create a new institution, 
and as the Judges of the Prize Court must 
necessarily te versed in international law 
they could well be intrusted ‘with any ques- 
tion susceptible of arbitration. The propo- 
sition has the very great advantage of pro- 
viding the nations with a permanent court 
of arbitration for the peaceful settlement of 
controversies in times of peace; whereas, the 
Prize Court, as such, presupposes a state 
of war, for without war the capture. of 
property is illegal. 

Utilizing the method of composition of 
the Psize Court by thus investing it with 
the jurisdiction and functions of a court 
of arbitral justice would constitute this 
latter tribunal, and the world Would thus 
have tor the States freely consenting to 
and accepting the proposition one interna- 
tional judiciary to adjudge cases arising in 
peace as well as controversies springing 
from war. The court would thus be per- 
manently constituted, and would in reality 
be permanent, obviating the delay involved 
in the creation of a temporary tribunal, and 
developing international law by a series of 
carefully considered precedents by Judges 
carefully chosen and acting under a ‘sense 
of judicial responsibility. Arbitration would 
not merely be, as both Hague Conferences 
have said, the most efficacious and most 
equitable method of settling disputes which 
diplomacy has failed to adjust, but would 
be judicial in fact as well as in tneory.

CHINAMEN ON TRIAL 
AS WOMAN SLAYERS 


Lau Tang and Lau Shong Face 
Court, Charged with Kill- 
ing Bow Kum. 








PROBLEM FOR THE LAWYERS 
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One Witness Calmly Testifies That 
Even Here He Is Governed by 
Chinese Laws. 





Lau Tang and Lau Shong, two mem- 
bers of the Four Brothers Society, nursed 
their little charms of silver and jade, 
and gazed impassively at Assistant Dis- 
trict Attorney Moss yesterday, when he 
opened the case for the prosecution, which 
will attempt to fasten on them the mur- 
der of little Bow Kum. 

Soft-footed and silent, a Chinaman 
seemed to lurk in every dark corner of 
the Criminal Court Building, and the cor- 
ridor. outside the Supreme Court room was 
crowded with Celestials, waiting to be 
called as witnesses in the trial which has 
grown out of the rivalry of the tongs. 

Expressive grunts and gutteral whis- 
pers had to serve as testimony, and these 
being duly interpreted unfolded a strange 
story of‘the spirit and ethics of another 
people. 

‘*I go by Chinese laws,”’ said one of the 
witnesses simply, when asked why he, 
with a wife across the Pacific, had takeh 
anew one in San Francisco. Mr. Moss, 
however, pointed out to the jury that it is 
by our laws, our ethics, and our valu- 
ation of human life that they are to be 
guided, and hinted that they would have 
to review the very depths of human de- 
pravity. 

Bow Kum, for the sum of $2,000, was 








bought in the markets of China by one 
Lau He Dong, a member of the Four 
Brothers, and taken to his Ross Alley re- 
'sort in San Francisco, where, according 
{to Mr. Moss, she became the pride of his

Ban en Publicity Seckers. 


Evidence continues to increase that the 
Mayor intends to maintain a strict super- 
vision over all the city departments. THe 
sent out ah order yesterday to all the 
heads of departments instructing them 
not to give out statements or interviews 
en deparimental business without con- 
sulting him. This order was not taken to 
mean that there is to be any suppres- 
sion of news, but simply that all offictal 
statements must come from the Mayor's 
office.

We do not want such men on the force. 
There are plenty of good men on it, and 
plenty of good men waiting to get on it. 
“And do not allow any person what- 
ever to get-your ear or influence you in 
any way in the trial of the men. Do not 
let any clergyman, or any politician, or 
any man high or low approach you on 
that subject. If you conduct yourself in 
this way the police force will very soon 
find it out and half of the evils of the 
force will disappear.”’

CUT IN CITY ADVERTISING. 


Tax Rolls Will Appear in Only One 
Newspaper in Each Borough. 


The Board of City Record, composed of 
the Mayor, Corporation Counsel, and Con- 
troller, met yesterday in Mayor Gaynor’s 
private office at City Hall and adopted 
a policy with reference to the advertising 
of the personal assessment tax rolls, 
which, if followed, will mean a saving to 
the city of several hundred thousand dol- 
lars @ year. 

The personal roll will be out on Mon- 
day, and the law requires that it be duly 
advertised. Last year it was inserted 
twelve times in sevénty daily and weekly 
newspapers at a cost of about $17,000. It 
was voted yesterday, however, to place 
the advertisement in only one: paper in 
each of the boroughs of the city. The 
papers designated were: 

The New York Press, The Brooklyn 
Citizen, The Long Island City Star, The 
Bronx Star, and The Staten Island Star. 

The Mayor discovered that under Sec- 
tion 892 of the charter the advertisement 
need. only appear in one paper in each 
borough, and he decided to begin his pol- 
icy of reform along these lines. It was 
also voted that all future city advertise- 
ment designations should be submitted to 
the Corporation Counsel before being con- 
firmed. 

Yesterday’s action will save the city 


nearly $15,000 on the one advertisement 
alone.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 5.—There was an- 
other shift in the programme of Presi- 
dential special messages to-day, and at 
this writing the intention is to send in the 
papers in the Ballinger-Pinchot contro-

The copies of the combined message 
had been received at the White. House 
from the Government printing office 
when it was discovered by the President 
this morning that certain changes were 
necessary. These involved reprinting and 
the copy went back to the printing office. 
There was a question whether the work 
could be done in time to have the message 
ready for distribution to-morrow, and so 
it was decided to send the Ballinger- 
Pinchot papers first. A short special mes- 
sage will accompany them. 


PANAMA LIBEL CASE UP. 


Trial Set to Begin on Jan. 24, Despite 
the Defense’s Opposition. 


The libel case brought by the Govern- 
ment against the Press Publishing Com- 
pany, publishers of The New York World, 
on account of stories relating to alleged 
scandals in the purchase of the Panama 
Canal Company’s stock by the United 
States, was to have been put’ on trial yes. 
terday before Judge Hough in the United 
States Circuit Court. 

John D. Lindsay, for the defendant,

United States Af- 
torney Wise opposed such action, saying 
that the attorneys for. the defense had 
asked adjournments from term to term 
of the court ever since last April, and 
that the case would have to be tried.

De Lancey Nicoll, counsel for The World, 
is now in Washington in connection with 
the defense of the Government’s case 
against the American Tobacco Company 
and the case against Theodore H. Price.

Accountant Says Corporations Can 
Dodge the Tax by Juggling

Although most of the big worporations 
throughout the country will pay the cor- 
‘poration tax imposed by the Federal 
Government, plans are under way for @ 
Strong legal fight to test the constitu- 
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tionality of the law. 


any of the corporations which have their 
headquarters here will attempt to evade 
the tax of 1 per cent. on profits evied by 
the Government, but that report.s will bé 
filed and payment of the tax in most 
cases will be madé under protest ‘to pro- 
tect the legal rights of the corpctrations 
when test cases have been whipzed out 
in the courts. 

Whether a test case will reach the 
courts before the payment of the tatx for 
1909 is made has not yet been decided, 
although many corporation lawyers have 
been asked for an opinion on that qt:es- 
tion by their corporate clients. The chief 
objection to the bringing of a test case 
at once is the reluctance of any one car- 
poration to take the lead and be made \a 
possible target for Federal attack. 

Rumors that the packing interests in 


Association are both preparing to bring | 
a case to test the legality of the tax 
as interpreted by the Secretary of the 
Treasury, have reached the-ears of cor- 
poration managers here and have tended 
to postpone the carrying out of plans to 
test the law here. 

It was learned yesterday that the large 
insurance companies with headquarters in 
New York have been considering the ad- 
visability of testing the corporation tax 


law and have retained counsel with that 
purpose in view. Just what line of ac- 
tion will be decided on has not yet be- 
come apparent. . 


Insurance Interests Will Fight. 

The legal representatives of several of 
the insurance companies said that the 
insurance interests would doubtless be 
represented in any test case of the law 
which may be made, and would be very 
giad to join in any general agreement for 
such a test. 

Most of the corporations are walting to 
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seo what their associates are going to do 
before deciding upon any. definite pian, 
although all admit that it would be un- 
wise to refuse +o pay the tax. The fines 
} which would be imposed for such a re- 
fusal or for the reftisal to. file reports 
with the Government on which the tax 
will be based are drastic, and sufficient 
to deter any attempt to evade the law. 
For two weeks or more corporations 
have had accountants at work on their 
books, preparing statements to be filed 
with the Government in accordance with 
the instructions laid down by the Com- 
missioner of ._Internal Revenue and sent 
out to the corporations recently. 
Corporation lawyers who have read 
these instructfons say that the interpre- 
tation of the tax law by the Treasury 
Department is so radically different from 
the original intent of the law as outlined 
during the Summer by Attorney General 
Wickersham that little doubt seems to 
exist that a test case or a series of test 


cases will-establish its unconstitutional- 


ity. 

One of the corporations which will prob- 
ably pay the tax under protest:is the 
Standard Oil Company. Mortimer F. El- 
liott, general counsel for the company, 
said yesterday that the only logical plan 
to pursue is to pay the tax under protest 
and sue the Collector of Internal Revenue 
for its recovery. 

‘‘So far as we are concerned,”’ said Mr. 
Elliott, ‘‘ we have made no definite de- 
cision, There is still plenty of time. So 
far as I know no combination of interests 
has been effected to test the validity of 
the law, although there 1s little doubt

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HOUSE PASSES CANAL BILL. 


Measure Centralizing Power in Zone in 
President Opposed by Democrats. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 5.—With the Dem- 
ocrats fighting every inch the way, 
the Mann bill providing for the adminis- 
tration of the Panama Canal Zone and 
centralizing the Government thereof in 
the President of the United States, passed 
the House to-day by a vote of 119 to 
102, along strict parity lines. 

The minority kept the House in session 
until 6 o’clock this evening by offering 
amendment after amendment and demand- 
ing tellers on each vote. Section 2 of 
the bill, which confers on the President 
military, civil, and judicial powers, in- 
cluding the power to make laws, was the 
object of spirited attack, Representative 
Keifcr of Ohio joining the Democrats in 
the fight. 3 

The bill, as goes to the Senate, au- 
thorizes the President to have completed 
the Panama Canal and to appoint a Di- 
rector General of the canal and the Canal 
Zone—thus doing away with the Canal] 
Commission. It invests the judicial power 
of the Zone in one Circuit Court and 
such inferior courts as the President 
may constitute, and allows appeal to the 
Supreme Court of the J’nited States in 
civil cases inveclving §& 
nal cases punishable by death or life im- 
prisonment.

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GOV. HUGHES’S WARNING. 

To the States of this Union, many of 
which are now lying Supinely on their 
backs hugging the Populistic phantoms 
of Rooseveltism, Gov. HuGHEs ad- 
dresses an earnest word. Directly he 
addresses the Legislature of the State 
of New York, but his admonition will 
be heard throughout the Union, and 
it will be heeded in every State whose 
people and whose lawmakers have a 
due sense of the value of rights which 
should be zealously safeguarded. 

Mr. HuGHEs has never in his public 
career been more wisely guarded than 
when he penned this recommendation 
that the Legislature reject the income 
tax amendment to the Constitution of 
the United States. His argument, if 
you please, is a lawyer's argument, 
but it is within the easy comprehen- 
sion of every one that reads the brief, 

- Bimple, direct, and convincing words 
as to the impropriety of the States, 
by their own act, conferring upon the 

~ Federal Government the right to come 
in and devour what is peculiarly their 
own. The Governor declares that he 
is in favor of a Federal income tax 
without apportionment among the 
States, but he states his objection to 
this amendment in the 
words: 


following 


But the power to tax incomes should 
hot be granted in such terms as to 
subject to Federal taxation the in- 
comes derived from bonds issued by 
the State itself, or those issued by 
municipal Governments organized un- 
der the State's authority. To place 
the borrowing capacity of the State 
and of its governmental agencies at 
the mercy of the Federal taxing pow- 
er would be an impairment of the es- 
sential rights of the State, which, as 
its officers, we are bound to defend. 

If the executive and legislative de- 
partments of this State are “ bound to 
defend” their governmental instru- 
ments and agencies against this Fed- 
eral foray, then the Governors and 
Legislatures of all the States are 
equally bound to defend that right in 
their own States. The last income tax 
imposed by Congress was declared to 
be unconstitutional because the Su- 
preme Court held that Congress could 
not levy such a tax upon the income 
arising from real estate or personal 
property, including bonds, stocks, and 
investments, unless, as provided in the 
Constitution, the tax were appor- 
tioned among the several States ac- 
cording to population. The amend- 
ment that has now been submitted 
by Congress removes this restriction 
by declaring that Congress may lay 
and collect income taxes “ from what- 
ever source derived, without appor- 
tionment among the several States.’ 
As Gov. HUGHES points out, the words 
“from whatever source derived” are 
all-inclusive; they comprehend all 

_. Sources of taxation, including incomes 
- derived from State and municipal se- 
curities. It is not safe to assume that 
Congress will exempt such instru- 
‘ments of the State and its municipali- 
tles from the operation of the tax. 
“It has repeatedly endeavored to lay 
such taxes,”’ says Gov. HuGHEs, “and 
its efforts have been defeated only 
by implied Constitutional restriction 
which this amendment threatens to 
destroy.”’ 

The Constitutional principle, as re- 
peatedly laid down by the Supreme 
Court, is that, while there is no ex- 
press prohibition of Federal taxes upon 
State instruments such as State bonds 
and city bonds, nor any prohibition of 
State taxes upon the instrumentalities 
of the Federal Government, neverthe- 
less it is necessarily implied by the 
law of self-preservation that such 
taxes shall not be laid. The wildest 
devotees of ‘“ Nationalization” would 
not pretend that the Federal Govern- 
ment has the power to destroy and ef- 
face a State Government. But if it 
be granted that Congress may tax the 
securities emitted by a State or the 
income therefrom, and if Congress 
once begins to tax such instruments, 

“™ then there is no right a State may 
assume to call its own, not even’the 
right to existence, for if its authority 
to impose taxes and collect revenues 
is subject to tha control of another 
power, the very existence of its Gov- 
ermment is threatened and‘ it can 
maintain a Government only on suf- 
ferance. That is not, it is hardly 
necessary to say, the theory of the 
respective rights of our State and Fed- 
eral Governments. It is idle to argue 
that of course Congress never would 

> <im that harsh manner exercise the 
power conferred by this amendment. 
, « The rights of sovereignty are not held 
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rights at all, they are invulnerable. 
But this amendment batters down all 
the defenses of the States and exposes 
every right they hold or exercise to 
assault through the use of the taxing 
power. 

Gov. HuGcues is respected and ad- 
maired throughout the Union. We 
hope his warning words will have 
their due effect, and that the amend- 
ment will be rejected by a sufficient 
number of States to insure its defeat. 

a 
A SLIGHT INCONSISTENCY. 

Gov}, HUGHES discusses many subjects 
in his message, and for the most part 
his recommendations are wise and 
sound. We have been chiefly inter- 
ested, however, in what he has to say 
about the short ballot and direct pri- 
maries. He argues for a reduction in 
the number of elective offices. It would 
be better, he thinks, and we are much 
inclined to agree with him, if we ceased 
to elect what we call our State of- 
ficers, the Secretary of State, State 
Controller, Attorney General, State 
Treasurer, and State Engineer and Sur- 
veyor, and empower the Governor to 
appoint a Cabinet of administrative 
heads on the pattern of the Cabinet at 
Washington. This would give us a 
short ballot. As a direct result effi- 
ciency in public office would be pro- 
moted by increasing the voters’ effec- 
tiveness ‘“‘and by diminishing the 
opportunities of political manipulators 
to take advantage of the multiplicity 
of elective office to perfect their 
schemes at the public expense.” 

Turn now to direct nominations. We 
are told that the convention system is 
bad because to that may be traced, 
through boss control of conventions, all 
sorts of abuses that creep in and bills 
affecting particular concerns or inter- 
ests are enacted or defeated at the will 
of the bosses. 

We do not understand this logic. The 
Governor’s argument in respect to 
executive State offices seems to be vio- 
lently at war with his argument about 
direct nominations. In the selection of 
our Judges and legislators we are told 
that the people must individually and 
directly express their will to the end 
that their choice may have the broadest 
possible popular basis. We incur dan- 
gers if we narrow that basis to the 
limits of the convention hall. But, in 
the case of the very important admin- 
istrative offices at Albany, the basis is 
to be narrowed to the limits of the 
Executive Chamber. In the one case 
the delegates of the people cannot ke 
trusted, in the other one man must be 
trusted. 

We confess that we do not grasp the 
general principle of this reasoning. It 
seems to us that the Governor has 
nicely balanced his pyramid upon its 
apex. Experience teaches that it-is in 
considerable danger of toppling over. 








“COMMERCIAL WOLVES.” 

The counsel for the prosecution of the 
Tobacco Trust was quoted in yester- 
day’s journals as denouncing the de- 
fendants in court as ‘“ commercial 
wolves and highwaymen.” . And his 
language is hardly more extreme than 
that of the distinguished Attorney Gen- 
eral of the United States in his formal 
brief. As an example this may be 
quoted: 

Defendants have progressively ab- 
sorbed competitors, or driven them out 
by oppressively attacking and threat- 
ening to attack, with ferocious oppo- 
sition and unfair trade methods. * * *° 
Through offers of large sums of 
money, accompanied by threats of irre- 
sistible competition, they have com- 
pelled other concerns to sell out. 

Not often does the Supreme Court hear 
such language from such sources, but 
it is well that it should be used in this 
ease. And it Is referred to here because 
it is desirable that the public opinion 
of Americans should be challenged as 
well as that of their highest tribunal. 
The point should be observed that the 
words are those of public prosecutors 
intervening with passion in a trade 
dispute, and intervening, for lack of 
other complainants, under a right to 
initiate complaints similar to that 
which is sought by and for the Inter- 
State Commerce Commission. In the 
old days if a man had a trade dispute 
he adjusted it for himself, either in the 
market in a commercial manner, or 
with the aid of the District Attorney 
if he had cause. We have changed all 
that. We no longer manage our own af- 
fairs. A two-cent stamp will bring the 
Federal Government to the assistance 
of any shipper, and it is proposéd here- 
after to save the stamp by enabling 
the Government to intervene without 
a complaint, of its own motion. 

Such action has been taken in this 
case. There is no ruined competitor in 
court. There is no complaint of dear 
or bad goods, adulterations of necessi- 
ties of life, or anything of that sort. 
There is no complaint that any pro- 
ducer of raw materials was deprived 
of a market. On the contrary, the to- 
bacco planters have a “combine” of 
their own whiclf has been convicted of 
all the things of which the defendant 
trust has been acquitted. The raisers 
of tobacco never had a larger crop or 
sold at higher prices. This is the court 
record, and is matter of public informa- 
tion despite the ferocious denunciation 
of the defendants’ ferocious commercial] 
policy, whose atrocious success would 
be impossible if it was not the most 
patronized purveyor of tobacco in the 
United States. fA 

It is well that this issue is raised in 
this nmaked form. It is time that Amer- 
icans should learn finally whether size 
and success are criminal. In this case 
the court below gave to the defendants 
a clean character. The Government is 
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cern which the court below found gs0 
blameless that there was not even a 
technical case, and so dismissed the 
proceedings. It is true that the defend- 
ants ran a “shoestring ’”’ into multiples 
of millions. It is true that there is 
nothing to prevent anybody from re- 
peating the operation—except lack of 
ability. The simple, question before 
Americans is whether they wish to pre- 
vent such enterprise by anybody and 
everybody. 

It might please many if the de- 
fendant alone could be checked in a 
career of profitmaking, but it must be 
considered that no such law has yet 
been drafted, nor would such a law be 
welcome if it could be drafted, unless 
this Nation has changed its character. 
Is wealth wicked, and should commer- 
clal activity be checked when it rises 
above a certain level? It will be inter- 
esting to know whether an affirmative 
answer is desired by Americans, even 
by those who think they want just that 
thing. It would be doubly interesting 
to know whether it would not be wel- 
come news that the court had found a 
way to distinguish such a case as this 
from those to which they have hitherto 
applied the ban of the law. It is well 
that the Attorney General has done his 
best, and the time may come when it 
will be possible to congratulate him 


upon his failure to prove that a large 
part of our corporations are as guilty 
as he believes this one to be, the dif- 
ference being merely of degree. 








THE SECESSION OF SISKIYOU. 

We have heard of late with distress 
and anguish the word “ secession.” 
Our distress is made not less acute, 
nor ts our anguish less excruciating, 
because the word is used of a State 
that meditates seceding into, not out of, 
the Union. For it is no miracle of 
peaceable secession. Already we hear 
war cries and breathings of slaughter. 
Fathered by mothered by 
Oregon, unfilial Siskiyou emerges with 
threatenings and violence from its pa- 
rental confines. 


California, 


A “vast empire” en- 
dowed with ocean harbors, with min- 
eral wealth, with scenic attractions, and 
tall timber is in rebellion. So much was 
rumored, and we call for information. 
The Portland Oregonian vouchsafes 
some: 

The clamor for a new star in the 
gorgeous constellation of the Union 
gathers its thunderous boom mainly 
from one throat—to wit, that of the lit- 
erary prodigy. whose tnspired pen 
writes the editorials in a Medford 
paper. This great man wants to se-. 
cede from Oregon*and California be- 
cause he is mad. 


His madness is geographical: 


The portentous circumstance is that 
he has made up his alleged mind to 
withdraw and take portions of the 
Rogue River Valley and Northern 
California along with him. 


He has an arsenal: 


He is backed up by the Jackson 
County Press Association, a powerful 
body composed of the Medford editor, 
a printer’s devil in Jacksonville, and 
an outdated railroad pass—the latter 
framed and hung on the wall as a per- 
petual reminder of other and more 
glorious times. It is said a supply of 
arms and ammunition has been laid in 
to be used if the base legislative cait- 
iffs at Salem and Sacramento resist 
the secession movement. 

Can nothing be done to avert the im- 
pending conflict at two capitals? What 
makes the Medford editor mad, anx- 
ious to break off his piece of Oregon, 
and California, too? Is it The Orego- 


nian? 


A STATE HIGHLANDS PARK. 

Gov. HuGcuHEs in his message gives a 
signal exhibition of his ability to reject 
methods that would delay the imme- 
diate carrying out of a plan which de- 
pends on prompt action to be both in- 
expensive and of great public value. 
Whilé he approves the gift of park 
lands and of $1,000,000 to the State 
by Mrs. EDWARD H. HARRIMAN, togeth- 








er with contributions offered by Mr. 
MorRGAN, Mr. ROCKEFELLER,:-and other 
private citizens to swell the gift above 
$2,500,000, the Governor foresees that 
the complementary sum of $2,500,000 
needed for the plan of a State park in 
the highlands of the Hudson cannot be 
provided, even piecemeal, out of the 
State’s current income. This process, 
drawn out through years, would make 
the cost prohibitive by the rise in realty 
values. Legislators would oppose a 
plan that would eat up funds usually 
available for other purposes. There- 
fore the Governor said in his letter to 
Mr. PERKINS, President of the Palisades 
Park Commission: 

There is only one way, it seems to 
me, to provide for the necessary ap- 
propriations for this purpose, and that 
is through an issue of State bonds 
with proper sinking fund provisions. 
Such an issue should be provided for 
in an amount adequate to supply the 
means to secure the properties In the 
highlands and in the northern for- 
ests which it is believed that the State 
shou.d hold. 

The people will ready authorize such 
an issue at the election next Fall. New 
Jersey, as part owner of the Inter-State 


| Palisades Park, will contribute some- 


thing to the complete and rounded-out 
plan to construct the drive under the 
Palisades, to save Hook Mountain from 
its blasters, to move the prison site, 
and establish the great park at the 
north end of the drive. The powers of 
the joint Commission should be extend- 
ed to cover this comprehensive work, 
and the Governor’s arguments in its 
favor would seem to leave no reason to 
oppose it in the Legislature. 

So solicitous is the Governor that this 
bounty of private individuals be made 
available to the residents of a con- 
gested city, in the extension of a con- 
servation policy to which the State is 
already committed, that he would post- 
pone action, if necessary, upon two 
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creation of a similar debt for forest pur- 
chases, and the project to develop the 
State’s water powers, which involves 
an amendment of the Constitution. But 
perhaps the Legislature can act upon 
all three plans, which are amply recom- 
mended. 


PROGRESS AGAINST POLLUTION. 

Nothing succeeds like success, and 
everybody likes to help those who help 
themselves. Even those who were luke- 
warm regarding purifying our harbor 
and the streams of the State are now 
rallying to help those who have suc- 
ceeded in their task against difficulties. 
Gov. HUGHEs puts a helpful passage in 
his message, and on the day of its 
publication is announced almost the 
last step before the message can be 
acted upon. It is noteworthy that suc- 
cess has been reached by methods 
which excellent authority deprecated. 

For example, Senator Roar, in his 
memorable speech regarding State 
rights, specified the intervention of the 
United States against New Jersey in 
the Passaic sewer matter as regret- 
table. Yet it was announced yester- 
day that this intervention had realized 
all the benefits which had been looked 
for, and more. New Jersey, which had 
resisted all approaches on behalf of 
New York, has yielded to the friendly 
persuasion of the Federal representa- 
tives, and their pressure is now being 
exerted against those capable of assert- 
ing a right to use the Bronx River as 
a sewer, and to empty its flow outside 
of the natural drainage basin into the 
supposably friendless Hudson River. 
The bringing of the Bronx sewage 
to the standard imposed 
upon New Jersey is almost clear gain, 
and will be even a greater triumph for 
decency. The Legislature authorized 
the plan, and the contracts for the 
work were in such a forward state that 
a case of legalized hardship was pre- 
sented. In the sequel New Jersey was 
not allowed to contend that the Bronx 
pollution justified the pollution of the 
Passaic, but the purification of the 
Passaic strengthens the plea for the 
purification of the Bronx on like mod- 
ern plans. It is a good work well 
done, and all lending a hand are to be 
rongratulated. 
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TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 


That Mayor GAYNOR 
walks daily back and forth 
between his home and the 
City Hall is a fact that is 
naturally attracting much 
attention from the innumerable New 
Yorkers who long since forgot the very 
possibility of doing any walking at all 
when riding by either public or private 
conveyance can take its place. It will 
not seem so strange, however, to the not 
few people who, even here, retain some- 
thing of their pedestrian ability and get 
or think they get much, benefit in the 
way of health and-strength by indulging 
in the only form of open-air exercise that 
is available for them. 

The cars on, over, and undér the streets 
are full most of the time when they are 
not overcrowded, but in no part of the 
town are the sidewalks entirely deserted, 
and those who use them doubtless have 
their reward. For one thing, the man who 
walks for other reasons than that of 
economy acquires a pleasant sense of 
virtue and superiority, based on the old 
idea that there is a mysterious merit in 
avoiding the easy way of doing things and 
choosing a hard one. That in itself is 
worth getting, but the long daily walks 
to business and back home have the ad- 
ditional advantage of freeing the walk- 
er’s lungs for a while, at least, of the bad 
air which, thanks to our gross ignorance 
of the principles of ventilation and our 
general refusal or failure to utilize the 
little knowledge we possess on the sub- 
ject, is characteristic of practically all 
our houses, offices, stores, factories, and 
other walled-in spaces, including places of 
amusement ang worship. 

As for the- ‘‘ exercise’’ incidental to 
walking, that isn’t of much value, except 
as preparation for further energy expend- 
itures of the same sort. The old idea 
that change of exertion, especially from 
what is called ‘mental to physical, was 
rest, and that the doing of one kind of 
work left unimpaired, if not increased, 
the power to.do different work, has been 
in great measure abandoned by those who 
have given the matter real—that is, ex- 
perimental—study. The extent of the 
abandonment is pretty closely propor- 
tioned to the amount of the study. If we 
could breathe good air all the time, the 
habitual occupations and amusements of 
every man would give him exactly the 
amount of exercise hé needs for those 
occupations and amusements, and to take 
any more would be a. source of danger 
rather than of safety—a depletion of en- 
ergy rather than a storing up of it for 
future use. In existing circumstances, it 
is probably well to do daily a certain 
amount of avoidable walking, but it takes 
time and strength which could be put to 
oetter uses if we were only wiser.

While the WRIGHT 
brothers doubtless have 
ot a right to protect their 

. financial interests in 

the Wrights. the various devices by 
which they made mechanical flight prac- 
ticable for themselves and others, com- 
prehension of their course in getting out 
injunctioas against rival.aviators is some- 
how easier to attain than igs sympathy 
with it. Explanation of the difference 
probably les in the general feeling that 
the conquest of the air is such a big 
thing, of such enormous importance to 
the whole world, that no one man or 
small group of men should for their own 
private and personal profit be allowed 
to condemn to inactivity other men who 
are eager to risk their lives in advancing 
the still very rudimentary and imperfect 
art @r aerial navigation. 

It seems to be true, or at least to be 
probable, that every existing aeroplane 
is more or less closely copied after the 
Wright machine, as regards its essential 
parts—in other words, is more or less of 
a technical infringement on the Wright 
patents—but they are all, too, in some 
degree unlike the first successful, and 
still most successful, model, and it is by 
endless experiments with the new forms 
that the aeroplane will most quickly come 
into whatever approach to common use 
the future has in store for it. 

‘This consideration does not appeal even 
a little to those dreadfully businesslike 
WRIGHT brothers. They have their pat- 
ents, and they no more think of giving 
up.any of the privileges or profits those 
patents convey than they would if they 
had invented a new corkscrew or mouse- 
The scoldings they get from the 
disturbed foreign aviators, themselves not 
ail quite free from the suspicion of hav-| 
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ing a keen eye for the main chance, are 
too far from disinterested to be much 
more than amusing, but the situation 
would be @ little pleasanter if they did 
not have excuse for gaying that of all the 
highfliers the WricuHts are the most 
commercial and the least sportive. 

In a few instances, our Government and 
others have been moved to buy an inven- 
tion and give it to the world for free 
use by anybody and everybody. One can- 
not help half regretting that something 
of the kind was not done with the basit 
patents on aeroplanes. It would have pre- 
vented a lot of unseemly legal squab- 
bling, and probably it would have been 
a better investment of public money than 
is made in nine-tenths of the appropria- 
tion bills. What is called ‘“‘ babbit metal” 
was bought and given in just that way, 
and the results justified the expenditure. 


Whenever young Mr. 
ROCKEFELLER talkg about 
About a _ =his investigation of the 

Certainty. white slave traffic he ex- 

presses what seems to be 
a doubt as to whether there is any white 
Slave traffic to investigate. At any rate, 
he invariably adds to a firmly voiced de- 
termination to punish any white slayers 
the Grand Jury can find, an equally firm 
determination to free the city from the 
burden of false accusations if inquiry 
proves that the recent ‘stories’ had 
no foundation in fact. 

From some points of view that reveals 
a finely and fairly balanced mind; from 
others it is just a Httle disquieting, for 
really there is no excuse for doubt as to 
the existence right here in New York of 
& white slave trade of considerable propor- 
tions. 

Mr, ROCKEFELLER talks as tf he were 
entering on unexplored ground, while he 
Ought to know that it has been covered 
again and again by men as serious mind- 
ed, as well intentioned, and as competent 
as are he and his estimable associates 
on the Grand Jury, and that commission 
after commission has reported upon the 
wicked traftic in extensive and horrify- 
ing detail. How, then, can he expect or 
hope to reacn a different conclusion? The 
question of existence was settled long ago; 
the present problem is that of punishment 
and prevention, and Mr. ROCKEFELLER 
had better get to work at it without wast- 
ing his valuable time in doing over work 
already well done.

From time to time recently you have referred 
to the published statements of certain rajlroad 
companies with respect to their enviable rec- 
ords of safety during the last fiscal year. 

Your readers will be interested to learn that 
during the entire decade, Jan. 1, 1900, to Jan. J, 
1910, not one passenger has been killed as the 
result of a train accident on the Lackawanna 
Railroad. During this period of ten years this 
road has transported 193,787,224 passengers, a 
number equivalent to more than twice the 
entire population of the United States, or the 
combined populations of England, Germany, 
France, Spain, and Italy. Each passenger has 
been transported an average of 19.91 miles. 

The number of mile run by passenger trains 
during this time amounts to 65,340,908, which 
is equal to operating 19,927 separate trains 
all the way from New York to San Francisco, 
or a daily train service across the continent 
continuously for over fifty-four years.

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CONDITION. OF THE POOR, 


Bitter Cold Weather Has Increased the 
Sum of Their Wretchedness. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Freezing weather, dark skies and icy pave- 
ments incommode even the well housed and 
well clad. To those whose shoes and coats are 
worn and thin, whose dajly fare is scant, the 
severity of our after-Christmas weather means 
real suffering, impaired working capacity, and 
often serious illness. 

The Association for Improving the Condition 
of the Poor is now beginning the hardest three 
months of the year’s work. Each day will 
bring emergencies that must be met within the 
hour or before nightfall, Jetters and telephone 
calls will bring us many more names of those 
who are cold and sick and hungry, and relief 
visitors and nurses will be using every resource 
of experience and skill. 

Our relief department opens the year 1910 
with 3,968 families under its care, and during 
the next three months will add from 2,000 to 
3,000 more families for whom our visitors 
will supply food and coal, warm cyothing, 
shoes and blankets, the care of nurses and 
doctors. We are going into scores of homes, 
where fathers are ill and disabled, scores 
where wornout widowed mothers are near the 
end of courage and effort, scores where new 
babies have from us their only chance to grow 
and thrive. 

During the past fiscal year the association 
expended directly for relief and ministration 
in the homes of the poor $225,709, this amount 
being 90 per cent. of the net current income, 
and 75 per cent. of the net current expenses. 
If money is sent us @or special uses—food, coal, 
rent, or for a particular family—the money Is 
used only for the purpose specified, and when 
requested we are glad to inform the donor just 
how we spend his money.

California Wines In France. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

We read with astonishment, in your edition 
of the 29th ulto. a letter sent to you from 
your Paris correspondent, on the 20th of the 
same month, The information contained there- 
in being Hkely’to mislead altogether your 
readers, we feel duty bound to correct two 
points which cannot be allowed to pass un- 
contradicted, for the sake of the public. 

In the first place, it is said that the crop in 
France for 1909 is 90% short of an average 
year. Well, official figures of the crops of 
the five last years in France are as follows: 
1905, 56,666,000 hectolitres; 1906, 62,079,052; 
1907, 66,070,273; 1908, 60,545,265. 

For the present year the official figures have 
only been published up to date for forty-six 
Departments, but it is well known, and in a 
few weeks it will be officially established that 
the year 1909 will give the same results as 
1905. At any rate, it will give more. than 
53,000,000 hectolitres. 

As to the second point, which concerns the 
importation in Franca of Californian wines, 
which are supposed to be reshipped to the 
States under fine French names, it ‘vill be 
enough that we should hand you enclosed copy 
of the official letter we have just received 
from’ the Directeur General des Douanes in 
France, bearing date Dec. 20, 1909, which will 
show that the importations of 1908 are: 

Still wines in wood, 9 hectolitres; in cases, 8 
heciolitres; sweet wines In cases, 2 hectolitres, 
Total, 19 hectolitres, that is 501 gallons. Et 
nune erudimini! 

The conclusion is that practically no “Callf- 
fornian wine is imported in France, and this 
conclusion needs no comment,

ANTI-SUFFRAGE CIRCULARS. 


Mrs. Ida Husted Harper Replies to 
Mrs. Gilbert Jones. 


To the Editor of The New York Timese 

Mrs. Gilbert HB. Jones, Chairman of the Anti- 
Woman Suffrage Society, which masquerades 
as the League for the Civic Education of Wo- 
men, having challenged the statement of Mrs. 
Oliver H. P. Belmont, published yesterday, I 
beg leave to support them by some proofs which 
I have in my possession, 

Mrs. Belmont protested against ea atroular 
just sent out dy this league announcing a 
course of lectures by Mrs. Jones under titles 
so misleading that everybody who read them 
would suppose the lectures were to be in favor 
of woman suffrage That lady answers that 
**the league gent the circular only to newspa- 
pers and its own members, and as the latter 
know it is anti-suffrage the only way in which 
any one could have been deceived was to make 
the circular public, but this was not done.’’ 
And yet it was sent to the newspapers! Also 
the price of admission for those who did not 
belong to the league was on it in large letters 
which could be clearly read by the non-members 
who in some mysterious way recelved itl 

Mrs. Belmont characterized this circular as 
on & par with the one sent out last year by 
Mrs. Jones and others who were forming the 
League for the Civic Education of Women, 
which in no way conveyed the idea that it was 
anti-suffrage. Mrs. Jones ostensibly quotes 
from this circular to disprove the charge, but 
as a matter of fact that one was called in and 
suppressed when angry criticism began to come 
in from the suffragists, and a second was sub- 
stituted with the wording and epirit changed. 
Her quotation is made from the second, 

Mrs. William M, Ivins received one of the 
first circulars and immediately sent a protest 
from herself and several friends. Mra. Jones 
at once wrote to Mr. Ivins inclosing the second 
circular and asking him to examine it and see 
if his wife had any ground for accusing them 
of not “playing fair.’"’ Mr. Ivins replied: 


** My best answer is to place the first and 
second announcements of your league in 
parallel columns. The first was 80 appar- 
ently non-partisan es quite to mislead me 
in respect to the real purposes of the 
league.’”’ 

The letter with the parallel columns was sent 
and Mrs. Jones calmly responded; 

‘‘There were no first and second an- 
nouncements; the wording on the ciroular I 
sent you is the same as in all we have sent 
out.’ 


Mr. Ivins then concluded that even his long 
experience as @ lawyer aid not qualify him for 
any further discussion. 

One word more: Mrs, Jones denies Mrs. Bel- 
mont’s assertion that ‘‘the anti-suffrage liect- 
ure course last Winter was discontinued.” 
Both of the above circulars announced “a 
series of: lectures in Berkeley Theatre and 
Cooper Union.’ Not one meeting was held in 
Cooper Union, and the last one in the Berkeley 
Theatre was attended by less than twenty peo- 
ple, according ‘to the newspapers, The course 
stopped before ten of “the speakers announced 
in the league's bulletin had appeared. 

Every statement made by Mrs. Belmont can 
be wholly verified. New York is quite large 
enough for its one Anti-Suffrage League as 
well as its thirty or more suffrage societies. 
The latter ask only that the league shall not 
try to do business under their trade mark.

ZUEBLIN’S WESTERN LECTURE. 











it’s Salutary to Startle New York, 
Miss Marbury Argues. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

As organizer of the course of lectures to 
which your editorial refers in this morning’s 
issue, I would like to state that the title of 
Prof. Zueblin’s lecture at the Waldorf-Astoria 
on Monday last was ‘*‘ The Spirit of the West,’’ 
and the “fantastic title,” as you please to 
describe it, of ‘‘ The Dynamic West,’’ applies 
only to the ‘whole course. 

I hardly think that any one would deny that 
the West of to-day is dynamic, and in my 
mind this is a fact for National corgratulation. 
In these lectures which have been planned, 
my idea is not a superficial one as suggested 
in your columns, of making a fiipppant com- 
parison between manners and customs in dif- 
ferent sections of our countrv, but something 
far deeper and more vital. 

Had Prof. Zveblin’s very able lecture been 
queted in its entirety, it would have been 
seen bv your readers that the time he devoted 
to such evhemeral observations as those. to 
which you refer occupied but a very few 
moments of his hour’s talk. Your editorial de- 
plores the effort ‘‘to startle the minds of New 
York auditors.’’ Now, in this senrence you 
have struck the very keynote of the raison 
d’etre of my course of lectures. It Is a*salutary 
thing, THE Trmgs to the contrary, to startle 
the self-complacent New Yorker out of his 
provincialism. — 

To convince our citizens that the Borovgh of 
Manhattan is not the United States, that the 
ehical standards of our country are not al- 
ways issued as a commercial tract and edited 
in a little street which runs away from Trinity 
Church, is to do a real public service. 

I cannot, therefore, accept the suggestion 
that it is ‘‘ mischievous’’ to come together 
for a better understanding of the ideals and 
of the accomplisi:ments in that great section 
of our country which lies west of the Ohio 
River, and it seems to me that it is of in- 
estimable advantage to those whose journeys 
ecnsist of crossing the bridges to Long Island, 
or of taking the tube to New Jersey, to listen 
to such men as Prof. Zueblin, Dr. Arthur 
Hamerschlag of Pittsburg, Dr. Charles Me- 
Carthy of Madison, Senator Doliver of Iowa, 
Mr. Martin Littleton of Texas, and others who 
will speak to us with authority curing the next 
few weeks. 

The only ‘‘ mischievous’’ effect that I can 
anticipate is that we shall become so inspired 
by our lecturers that we shall want to quit 
cur jobs here and move where the moral and 
mental ozone of life is not enervated by too 
much trust, and where the lIlne of sight !s ar- 
rested by God's hills rather than by the con- 
tractor’s skyscrapers.

Artist’s Beautiful Picture, “Ready 
for the Ride,”” Was Painted at 
Outset of His Career. 


CHARACTER IN PORTRAITS 


Amazing Skill Shown In His Paintings 
of the Rev. Sparhawk-Jones and 
Louls Windmuller, 





The retrospective exhibition of the 
works of William M, Chase, which opened 
last evening at the National Arts Club, 
contains a number of pictures that will 
be of great interest to those who re- 
member the early successes achieved by 
the young painter just home from his 
Munich studies and equipped with a fa- 
cility of hand and a directness of vision, 
remarkable enough in any one, and espe-. 
clally remarkable in an American painter, 
at that time. Trained by Piloty and Wag-~, 
ner he had developed an ease and gra- 
clousness of brushwork which were not 
due to his instructors so much as to his’ 
own extraordinary gifts. 

One of the important pictures at the, 
National Arts Club was painted elmostj 
at the otuset of the artist’s career. It i¢: 
the “ Ready for the Ride” lent te the 
exhibition by the Union League Club, 
The subject is a woman in a highly plo. 
turesque riding costume with a tall black 
hat, a black gown and yellow gloves, ona 
of which she is in the act of drawing: 
on. It would be difficult to exaggerate- 
the beauty of the painting over which 
time already has drawn a delicate vell of 
tone, The blonde hair floating about 
the forehead has a quality to be envied 
by all but the masters of painting, the 
delicate delightful modeling about the 
eyes and about the charming mouth, 
the firm free drawing of the figure, the 
simple, manly solid workmanship through- 
out—what promise of great accomplish- 
ment to give at the opening of a career? 

Up to a certain point the promise has 
been fulfilled. It cannot be said that 
any of the later works have quite the 
grave authority of this handsome figure, 
but there has been no diminution of ine 
terest in the self-appointed task, the hand 
has kept its energy, the point of view its 
freshness. In fact, one would think in 
passing from the eanmy pictures to the 
later that the transit must be from age 
to youth instead of from youth to age. 
The latest of the works are the lightest, 
the gayest, the most informed with the 
joy of sunlight, and bright color. The 
beautiful little interior painted ten or 
fifteen years ago, showing girl in an 
arm-chair against a Japanese screen, is 
a painting beside which the most brilliant 
example of Alfred Stevens's work in tho 
Same kind might very well took a triffe 
dull. 

The most vivacious outdoor painting of 
the present day, again, might easily lose 
its appearance of spontaneity in the pres- 
ence of these lively beach scenes, painted 
at Shinnecock, the sun blazing on the 
sands and the water sparkling under @ 
bright sky. 

In the portraits, also, are occasionally 


astonishing accounts of character. Note, 
for example, the crisp decision tn the 
portrait of Louis Windmiiller. In the 
Philadelphia, and the fine analysis in the 

ortrait. of Louis Windmuller. In the 
atter picture the humor in the eyes and 
mouth are rendered with as much psycho- 
logical insight as technical dexterity, It 
is clear that whatever Mr. Chase sees in 
his subject he renders with amazing skill. 
His hand obeys his will with a gee om 
— and precision rare enough in ern 
art. 

What we miss in the impression made by 
the collection as a whole is depth By 
this, of course, one does not mean a mor- 
al or mental quality, merely the quality 
that depends upon the character of the 
painter’s vision. If it is penetrate ae 
the degree, for example, that the n 
of Frans Hals attained, we may get no 
less enchanting renderings of the external 
world, but we also get subtle suggestions 
of the action of invisible forces modele ’ 
ing the outer aspect to delicacies hardly 
to be discerned at all by a casual eye, 
It is the casual quality of Mr. Chase’s 
work that prompts a question as to its 
Place in the annals of art. That it 
should command a permanent place is not 
to be doubted. Such excellence of crafts-. 
manship does not easily die, and the pres- 
ence of a few such triumphs as the 
‘‘ Ready for the Ride,”’ the pastel portrait 
of Mrs. Chase in a gray cloak and cap, 
the interior called ‘‘ Hide and Seek,” even 
the portrait of Whistler in spite of the 
restless background, assure the most skep- 
tical that the painter has made a personal 
and important contribution to the art of 
his day. 

It is not impossible that time will dis- 
cover a creative force in the slighter 
canvases that does not appear to contem- 
porary eyes—such things have happened 
too often for thé critic not to bé wary, In 
any case what we have to be grateful] for 
is an assemblage of work in which the 
qualities of elegance and buoyancy are 
conspicuous, qualities not to be undere 
estimated.

Creditors Pald Who Threatened te

Samuel Rothman, a jobber in cotton and

Announcement was made yesterday that 
there is soon to be established in this 
city a clinic with several branches where 
the poor can have their corns, bunions, 
ingrowing nails, and other afflictions of 
the feet cured free of charge. It is to 
be! called The People’s Pedicure Clinic, 
and several prominent clergymen are be- 
hind the plan. 

Dr. Joseph P. Solomon, the chiropodist 
of 314 Madison Avenue, is to be the sur- 
geon in charge, and he will have a corps 
of assistants. The clinic will be conduct- 
ed along the lines of various other insti- 
tutions, where the poor are treated free. 
It will be maintained entirely by volun- 
tary contributions. Articles of incor- 
poration were filed with the Supreme 
Court yesterday by Lawrence. L. Levy 
of 280 Broadway, counsel for the new con- 
cern, 

The Pedicure Clinic will be the first of 
its kind in this city. if not in the world. 
The idea originated with Dr. Solomon 
and the Rev. James M. Bruce, formerly 
associate pastor of the Judson Memorial 
Church in Washington Square. Last 
Winter Dr. Solomon treated many pa- 
tients suffering from corns, bunions, and 
ingrowing nails at the Memorial free of 
charge, and it was then that he realized 
how prevalent troubles of the feet were 
among the poor of the city. 

During the time he was associated with 
the Memorial he treated as many as 
twenty cases a day while attending to his 
own practice at his offices in Madison 
Avenue. Dr. Bruce suggested when tne 
Memorial plan failed for lack of money 
that they interest several prominent 
clergymen in the plan of starting a clinic 
along the lines of the Eye and Ear Clinic 
or of the many similar ones where the 
poor can go for treatment. 

Dr. Solomon took the matter up witn 

several clergymen anda all consented to 
serve on a Board of Directors if a res- 
ular corporation was formed. 

Mr. Levy was consulted, and he drew 
up the incorporation papers. 

The object of the institution as set forth 
in the papers “is to render surgical aid 
and relief to the worthy poor of the City 
of New York in the treatment of the 
various ailments affecting the feet such 
as corns, bunions, and ingrowing nails, 
by providing competent registered sur- 
geon chiropodists to assist in the work of 
charitably treating all persons who may 
apply for treatment at the clinic or any 
branch clinics of the corporation to be 
hereafter designated and established by 
the said corporation. 

“The treatment rendered to such appli- 
cant or applicants shall be without 
charge, and persons of all ciasses and 
creeds shall be given such treatment as 
they may require with reference to such 
ailments of the feet as above set forth 
as may pertain or belong to the art or 
practice of chiropody. The clitiie or clin- 
ics to be operated and controlled by the 
People’s Pedicure Clinic shall be supplied 
with such instruments, paraphernalia, and 
supplies as shall be required therein at 
the expense of the institution. The clinic 
{is to be maintained and supported by vol- 
untary contributions made to the corpora- 
tion by charity-giving public and sub- 
scriptions solicite@ from time to time.”

GILBERT H. SCRIBNER DEAD. 


Ex-Secretary of State of New York 
and a Retired Lawyer. 


Gilbert Hilton Scribner, ex-Secretary of 
the State of New York and a retired 
lawyer, died yesterday at his home in 
Yonkers. He was 78 years old. Mr. 
Scribner was born in Monroe County, 
New York, the son of Sewell B. Scrib- 
ner. He was graduated from Oberlin 
College and began the reading of law in 
the office of Daniel B. Taylor of New 
York City. He was admitted to the bar 
™ 1856, and practiced his profession until 

1868. He was a member of the State 
Legislature in 1869, and in 1870 became 
Secretary of State, which office he held 
until 1873. 

Mr. Scribner was a writer of note, 
among his productions being ‘‘ Where Did 
Life Begin? He was also a contribu- 
tor to the Popular Science Monthly. He 
was a member of the New York Academy 
of Anthropology, the New York Geologi- 
cal Society, 8S. A. R., Society of Amer- 


ican Authors, and of the Union League 
since 1866.

LONDON, Jan. 5.—Col. 
Church died here to-day. 


George Earl 


Col. George “Earl Church was born et 
New Bedford, Mass., on Dec. 7, 1835. He 
was educated at Providence, and at the 
age of 16 began to study engineering. At 
the age of 21 he was appointed resident 
engineer of the Hoosac Tunnel in Massa- 
chusetts. 

Mr. Church left Massachusetts soon 
afterward to join a scientific expedition 
sent by the Government of Buenos Ayres 
to explore the southwestern frontier of 
the Argentine Republic, and report upon 
the best system of defense against the 
invasions of Indians. On the return of 


'the expedition each member submitted a 


plan of defense, but Mr. 
chosen and finally adopted. 

When news of the civil war reached 
Buenos Ayres Mr. Church was an engi- 
neer there on the construction of the 
Great Northern Railroad. He immedlate- 
ly resigned that position, and returned 
to the United States, where he was ap- 
pointed a Captain of the Seventh Rhode 
Island Volunteer Infantry Regiment. He 


fought throughout the war, and then ac- 
cepted a position as chief engineer on the 


construction of the Providence, Warren 
& Fall River Railroad. 

Col. Church’s sympathy with the Lib- 
eral cause in Mexico led him to support 
President Juarez, who had been driven 
almost to the United States frontier by 
the opposition forces. With Gen. Lew 
Wallace, Col. Church rode 900 miles to 
Chihuahua, running the gauntlet of im- 
perial raiding parties, bandits, and 
Apaches. They found President Juarez, 
his Cabinet, and 1,200 disorganized troops, 
and after eight months of hard work mus- 
tered this force together, so that it was 
able to capture Gen. Maximilian. 

Col. Church was next on the eeditorial 
staff of The New York Herald, to whch 
he contributed fifty’ descriptive letters 
while in Mexico. After bringing about 
his purposes in Mexico, Col, hurch, 
upon the invitation of the Bolivian Gov- 
ernment, undertook to open to navigation 
3,000 miles o ftributaries of the Amazon. 
On his way to Bolivia Col. Church locat- 
ed and prepared a marine slip opposite 
Buenos Ayres for an American com- 

any. He later went to Ecuador, where 

6 represented United States interests 
and also British bondholders in enter- 

rises i nthat country. His report to the 

nited States, ‘‘ Ecuador in 1881,” was 
published by President Arthur in a "special 
message by the latter to Congress. 

Of late years Col. Church had been em- 
ployed in important enterprises in Lon- 
don. He devoted much time to histori- 
cal researches and literary work. He rep- 
resented the American Society of Civil 
Engineers at the International Congress 
of Hygiene and Demography held in Lon- 
don in 1891. In 1898, as President of the 
geographical section of the British As- 
sociation for the Advancement of Sci- 
ence, he read a paper which The London 
Times pronounced ‘‘ one of the most sci- 
entific papers ever read before that. body.”’ 
He was a member of the Royal Geogra- 
phical Society, being the only person 
rot English citizen that was so hon- 
ored.

William H. Class. 

William H. Class, chief clerk of the 
Manhattan Building Department, and one 
of the oldest members of the municipal 
civil service, died suddenly of heart dis- 
ease Tuesday morning at his home in 
Graham Court. On the day the new 
Building Superintendent, Rudolph P. 
Miler, took office, Mr. Class was attacked 
with nervous dyspepsia. He left a widow. 
a son, and a brother, the last of whom 
for years has been one of the managers 
of William Waldorf Astor’s reaity inter- 
ests. Mr. Class had worked for forty- 
tive years without a break in the Man- 
hattan Buildin Department. He was 
born in New York City sixty-two years 
ago, and after graduation from a down- 
town public school was appointed junior 
clerk in_the Building Department under 
Mayor Opdyke’s administration in 1864. 
He had for years full supervision over the 
big clerical staff of the department. He 
went before the Civil Service Commission 
for promotion to the chief clerkship, which 
was offered by Supt. Stephen Constable 
in 1895 in recognition of his capable serv- 
ices to the city. His percentage was 100, 
an examination feat in civil service until 
then never equaled in this city.

Representative James M. Griggs. 
DAWSON, Ga, Jan. 5.—Representative 
James M. Griggs of the Second Georgia 
District died suddenly at his home here 
late this afternoon of apoplexy. Repre- 
sentative Griggs was born at Lagrange, 


Ga., on March 20, 1861. He was educated 
at the Peabody Normal College, at Nash- 


ville, Tenn., from which institution he 
was graduated in 1881. He was admitted 


to the bar in 1883 and returned to his 
native State, and was elected Prosecuting 
Attorney of the Pataula Judicial Circuit. 
After serving as Prosecutor for five years. 
Mr. Griggs resigned to become State 
Judge of the same circuit, and was re- 
elected thrice to the same ‘office. He re- 
signed in 1896 to make his fight for Con- 
gress, and was elected to the Fifty-fifth 
Congress. He was re-elected for five suc- 
cessive terms, receiving a unanimous vote 
two years ago. Representative Griggs 
was a delegate to the Democratic Nation- 
al Convention of 1892, and was Chairman 
of the Democratic Congressional Cam- 
paign Committee during the campaigns 
of 1904 and 1906. He was a Democratic 
member of the Ways and Means Com- 
mittee.

CAPTAIN HART RESIGNS? 


Report Concerning Princeton’s Foot- 
ball Leader—Roper as Director. 


It was reported yesterday on very good 
authority that Eddie Hart has resigned 
the Captaincy of the 1910 Princeton ’Var- 
sity football eleven, and that only after 
receiving this resignation did the Ath- 
letic Advisory Committee decide to make 
W. W. Roper graduate director of ath- 
letics. Up to that moment Roper’s can- 
didacy had not been assuredly successful, 
because Hart had made it very plain to 
the powers that be that he did nut want 
Roper as head coach of the team to whose 
Captaincy he had been elected. 

As to who will be Hart's successor there 
is véry considerable doubt. Sparks ran 
him a fairly close race last year, when 
the selection was made, and it is possi- 
ble-that the leader's mantle will now fall 
on the half back’s shoulders. 

Three officials prominent during the 
football season just ended and for many 
preceding ones said yesterday that, had 
any gridiron opponent of Princeton last 
Fall objected to Hart’s presence on the 
field, they would have sustained the pro- 
test and ordered him off. They would 
have done this, they said, because of the 





‘nature of the headgear which he wore. 


Other than on that ground there was none 
in the rules on which to base an order 
of removal. 

This headgear, it can be definitely stat- 
ed, weighs over twenty pounds, and con- 
sists in part of heavy steel braces to pro- 
tect Hart’s injured neck. Under the rules 
such headgear—or, indeed, metal armor 
of any kind anywhere on the person—is 
forbidden, These officials, two of whom 
at least will doubtless be seen during 
1910 on the gridiron, said if Hart made 
any effort to play then that they would 
not permit it. But it seems likely that 
they will never, under the circumstances 
yesterday reported from Princeton, be 
compelled to take such a radical and re- 
grettable, even if necessary, step. 


HARVARD’S SPORTS APPEAL. 


Football Men Wanted to Try for Other 
Branches of Athletics. 








The return of Percy Haughton to Har- 
vard as head football coach in 1910 is still 
very doubtful, if judgment is based upon 
the speech made by Cant. C. C. Little of 
the Harvard track team at a meeting on 
Tuesday night in the union of the candi- 
dates for the 1910 ’Varsity and freshman 
track teams and the ‘Varsity football 
Squad of next year. This meeting was 
also addressed by Lothrop Withington, 
Captain of the 1910 ’Varsity football team, 
and W. F, Garselon, graduate athletic 
manager. 

Capt. Little, after urging all the foot- 
ball men present to try for the track team 
and thus support the university in more 
than one sport, said: 

“All football men should come out for 
the track team and keep in good condition 
all the time. I heard from Percy Haugh- 
ton recently by letter, and he wanted me 
to urge all the football men to try for the 
field events and so aid next year’s foot- 
ball team. 

‘I don’t know whether or not Haugh- 
ton will coach next year,’’ he continued, 
‘and none of you know. But he certainly 
has the right plan in asking all candi- 
dates for the fogtball team to come out 
now and gain strength, at the same time 
that they help Harvard.”’ 

Withington joined with Little in ap- 
pealing to his men to appear as track 
team candidates, saying that only by 
hard work all the year through could 
Harvard hope to defeat Yale next season 
at football. He ascribed the defeat of last 
Fall to ‘‘a few bad line-ups,” and said 
that this coula not happen if all were in 
good shape all the time, Garcelon spoke 
to the same effect.

Craft to be Launched in 
February at Quincy, Mass. 





TWO LARGE DECK HOUSES 





Mainmast of Modern Yacht WIIl Al. 
most Reach Brooklyn Bridge—400 
H. P. Triple Expansion Engine. 








The auxiliary yacht Aloha, now build- 
ing at the Fore River Shipbuilding Com- 
pany’s yards in Quincy, Mass., will be 
launched some time near | February. It 
is expected that the Aloha will take the 
water certainly not later than Feb. 5; 
but if tho constructors can hasten the 
day, she will slide down the ways before 
the end of the current month. 

The New York Yacht Club, whose flag- 
ship the Aloha will be, has arranged to 
have a special train run between this 


city and Quincy on the day preceding her/ 


launching. Based upon the number oat 
reservations already made for this train, 
it will have to consist of at least seven 
Pullmans. It is extremely likely, how- 
ever, that between the present date and 
the one of the Aloha’s baptism enough 
additional reservations will have been 
made to compel the running of the special 
in two sections. 

It has also been arranged to have mov- 
ing pictures taken of the Aloha as she 
goes into the waiter, which will 
be reproduced at the New York home 
of the club on various occasions during 
the Winter and at the club’s stations 
during the Spring and Summer. 

The New York Yacht Club and Com- 
modore Arthur Curtiss James have taken 
more pains and reposed greater enthu- 
siasm in the design and construction of 
the new Aloha than has éver before been 
witnessed when one of the club’s ships 
was building. Nearly three full years 
before the contract for her construction 
was placed her plans were completed. And 
no fewer than six different models, in- 
volving six more or less radical changes 
in plans, were made before the com- 
mittee having the Aloha’s construction 
in charge were satisfied. 

The contract was finally let for her 
Duilding to the Fore River concern by 
Tams, Lemoine & Crane, her designers. 
A. Cary Smith, the noted naval archi- 
tect, worked on the designs with this 
firm, and the building of the flagship is 
guving on under their joint supervision. 

The Aloha is 206 feet over ail, 167 feet 
on the water line, 35 feet 6 inches beam, 
2° feet depth of hold, and 16 feet draught. 
She is bark-rigged. The heights of her 
main mast is such that she will just be 
able to pass under the Brooklyn Bridge 
without having to house her topmast. In 
fact, it@fis the bridges over the East River 
which have curtailed her originally con- 
templated spread of canvas, for the Aloha 
was designed exclusively for off-shore 
cruising, She spreads, including her light 
sails, over 20,000 square feet of canvas. 

The Aloha’s guxiliary propelling ma- 
chinery consists of two Almy water tube 
boilers and a 400 horse power triple ex- 
pansion engine built by_the Fore River 
Company. This engine drives a feather- 
ing propeller of manganeze bronze espe- 
cially designed for the Aloha. Her speed 
under natural @raught will be a little iess 
than ten knots an hour, with a trifle 
over eleven knots as her speed under 
forced draught. 

The hull is built.of Bessemer steel, hay- 
ing a tensile strength of 60,000 pounds to 
the square inch. When completed, the 
Aloha will be fitted with the most mod- 
ern plumbing, with running hot and cold 
fresh and salt water throughout, with 
evaporators, so that good fresh water can 
be provided for even the longest cruises, 
and with a large electric light plant for 
lighting the ship, decorations, and fans. 

Her decks will be of teak, which, de- 
spite its slightly heavier weight than 
pine, appears to be constantly growing in 
favor with naval architects. All her deck 
fittings, as weil, including skylights, com- 


later 





panions, &c., will likewise be of teak. 
Sails, anchors, and boats will be hoisted 
by steam, so that the size of the crew wiil 
not be appreciably larger than in some 
smaller ships. 

The Aloha will have two large deck- 
houses, the forward portion of the for- 
ward house carrying the wings of the 
flying bridge. In this house are located 
the galley, chart room, stairways for of- 
ficers, and stores, also the engine and 
boiler hatches. The after house contains 
the main companion and furnishes a com- 
modious room for the owner and guests. 

Below are six good-sized staterooms, 
four of which have communicating bath-! 
rooms. In addition to this there are 
rooms for the surgeons, maids, &c. The 
owner’s stateroom extends the full width 
of the ship, and there is a separate com- 
panionway running to it from the deck. | 
Amidships is a large hall, which leads } 
to the main saloon, a room 32 by 17 feet. |

CINCINNATI, Ohio, Jan, 5.—A straight 
declaration against ‘‘ syndicate baseball ”’ 
in the report of August Herrmann, Chair- 
man of the National Baseball Commis- 
sion, was the feature of the annual meet- 
ing of that body to-day. Several decis- 
ions were handed down after adjourn- 
ment.

He asserted 
that he has a contract calling for his 
services as manager until after the season 
of 1911, but that the new management of 
the club refuses to age out the agree- 
ment, The commission referred it, through 
President Lynch, to the Board of Di- 
rectors of the National League.

“© In Revenge for Unjust Conviction Tried

A grizzly old man, turned 70, stepped 
out of the prison on Blackwell's Island 
yesterday morning, a free man after 
nearly a year’s imprisonment. He walked 
toward the ferryboat, which was to take 
him to Manhattan Island and HUberty, 
when he felt the familiar clap of a hand 
on his shoulder. The old man looked up, 
not a tremor showing in his wrinklled 
face, which became even more lined as 
he grinned a welcome to Detective O’ Neil 
of Police Headquarters. 

“Once a crook, always a crook,’ mut- 
tered the old man, as he smiled bitterly 
at O'Neil; ‘‘ What’s the latest?’’

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THE REV. J. H. JOWETT CALLED. 


Fifth Avenue Presbyterian Church Of- 
fers English Pastor $12,000 and House. 


The Fifth Avenue Presbyterian Church 
of this city, at a meeting of its congre- 
gation last night, unanimously called to 
its pastorate the Rev. John Henry Jowett, 
M. A., at present pastor of Carr’s Lane 
Congregational Chapel, Birmingham, Eng- 
land, and offered him what is said to be 
the highest salary ever extended by a 
New York congregation to any man. The 
mecting last night was harmonious on all 
points. 

The Rev. Dr. George Alexander acted 
as moderator and S. B. Brownell as clerk. 
In spite of the bad weather there was & 
large attendance, most of the leading men 
of the congregation being present. A long 
report on behalf of the session was read 
reviewing the work of the committee and 
recommending Mr. Jowett. He was then 
elected unanimously.

The call mentions as salary the sum of 
$12,000 and a home. In the original the 
word *‘house’’ was used, but the meet- 
ing thought that, as their pastor might 
prefer to live in an apartment or a hotel, 
it would be better to give him freedom to 
do so.

Present Shareholders to Get Either 
Cash or Stock—Dividends on Com- 
mon, Passed Since 1906, to 
be Forthcoming Now. 





The International Harvester Company, 
one of its Directors said yesterday, will 
soon, accordi to ._present plans, make 
&@ special distribution to its shareholders 
quite apart from the declaration of an 
initial cash dividend upon the company’s 
common stock, which the Directors are 
also understood to have under consider- 
ation. The company has shown substan- 
tial earnings on its common stocks, but 
no distribution has been made on them, 
the only payments to the stockholders 
made since the company rearranged its 
capital stock in 1906 being the 7 per cent. 
dividends on the preferred. 

The company has invested large sums in 
plants in foreign countries, in¢luding Rus- 
sia, Sweden, Germany, France, and Can- 
ada, some of which are in operation and 
some under construction. These foreign 
plants represent, it is estimated, an in- 
vestment of over $8,000,000, all of which 
has been provided by the International 
Harvester Company without any financ- 
ing. Partly to compensate the stockhold- 
ers for the earnings invested in these 
foreign plants and partly because no 
distribution has as yet been made out of 
earnings to the holders of the common 
stock, it is now proposed to make a spe- 
cial distribution to the shareholders. 

One of the Directors said yesterday that 
in this connection several plans have been 
proposed, none of which 
definitely selected. The special distribu- 
tion, he said, might be made either in 
cash or in stock. If the distribution takes 
the form of stoek it may either be the 
stock of a company formed to hold the 
foreign plants, which have been built by 
the harvester company, or may be stock 
to be issued by the harvester 
itself. 

The International Harvester Company 
is capitalized at $120,000,000, all of which 
was originally common stock. In 1906, 
when the capital stock was rearranged, 
$60,000,000 was issued as 7 per cent. pre- 
ferred stock, and $60,000,000 as common 
stock. Before the rearrangement divi- 
dends of from 3 to 4 per cent. were paid 
from 1908 to 19056. Thereafter only the 
preferred received a dividend.

Pig iron statistics prepared by The Iron 
Age show .that the output during the 
month of December continued the _ in- 
crease, which has been constant during 
1909, and has breught production to new 
high records. The Iron Age says: 


The output in December was 2,630,680 tons, 
or 85,022 tons a day, against 2,547,508 tons in 
November, or 84,917 tons a day. In October, 
the previous record month, output was 2,592,516 
tons. On Jan. 1 313 furnaces were active, 
or one less than on Dee. 1, and their weekly 
capacity was 595,216 tons, against 598,216 tons 
one month previous. 

Nineteen new blast furnaces were under con- 
struction or planned at the beginning of the 
year, representing an annual capacity of 2,650,- 
000 tons, About 60 per cent. of this will be 
productive this year. New open-hbearth steel 
capacity under way amounts to 2.850,900 tons 
a year. Of which about half will be available 
in the first six months of 1910.

Keen interest has been felt in the trade as to 
how the blast furnace operators would meet 
the announcement of the advance of 50 cents 
non-Bessemer ores.

COMMODITY MARKETS. 





Wheat Less Active and Lower—Corn 
Steady—Cotton Active and Excited, 
Breaking Heavily at the Close. 


The wheat market was a disappointment to 
the bulls. It opened down on lower English 
markets and quieter advices from the Argen- 
tine, rallied a little on some covering of shorts 
at midday, but was weak late, and closed at 
about the low point for the day. 

The English markets did not show as much 
advance as expected, while there were reports 
of good weather in the Argentine and better 
Argentine offerings. In the afternoon there 
were cable predictiong of 1,200,000 bushel ex- 
ports from Australia for this week, about four 
times the movement for the corresponding week 
a year ago, on account of the prompt movement 
of the new crop and the larger export surplus, 
More attention was paid to the world’s crop es- 
timates, indicating 400,000,000 bushels more 
wheat than last year, the immense Russian crop 
estimates, while the Northwestern receipts were 
much larger than last vear or the previous 
year, and the demand for cash wheat some- 
what disappointing.

Manitoba wheat, part frozen in the canal. No

Corn was very firm most of the session. There 
was further buying on the unsettled conditions 
through the West. There were rains in the 
Ohio Valley, snow and zero temperatures fur- 
ther West, and further and numerous com- 
plaints regarding the quality. The Ohio State 
report placed the crop at 21,000,000 bushels un- 
der the Government. Later there was a little 
selling on the larger receipts for the day, and 
some disappointment at the cash demand. No, 
2 corn in elevator was quoted at 7044c domes- 
tic, Export rates were: No. 2, 69\4¢ nominal; 
een 8, 68%c nominal; No, 4, 678 c, and steamer, 

4c. 

Oats were active, et new high records. There 
was an advance of over lc a bushel, with about 
half the advance held. The strength was on 
the firmness of spot oats, both here and at the 
West; good shipping demand at the interior, 
and lack of pressure from the country on offer- 
ings to arrive. Cash oats were quoted at 51 
to 58c for natural white on track; 51% to 55c 
for white clipped, and mixed, 48c. 

Provisions were dull and rather heavy. The 
market was firm at the opening. on some dis- 
appointment at the movement of’ hogs. but there 
was apparently a fair line of stuff for sale, and 
prices eased off in the afternoon, with the re- 
action in grain, and lack of support for the 
speculative deliveries.

COTTON. 

There was an excited, active market in cot- 
ton, with a severe break in prices at the close, 
and final prices were near the lowest. During 
the morning, and, in fact, until nearly the 
middle of the afternoon, the market was mov- 
ing backward and forward over about the same 
ground as covered on the Tuesday fluctuations. 

There was a rapid break at the start, owing 
to the weakness in Liverpool and the reports 
that the Liverpool market was overbought, 
shorts eliminated, and demand for spot cotton 
indifferent. The bear interest made a severe 
drive at values and shook out a good deal of 
long cotton. On the decline there was evidently 
a great deal of support, and prices right after 
mid-lay were at the highest of the day, showing 
a gain of about 20 points from the low of the 
morning. The rise was followed, however, by 
heavy selling orders and the market began to 
weaken. 

Prices were carried off steadily, breaking be- 
low the 16c level for May in the last hour, and 
in the last few minutes showed a further de- 
cline of about 40 points, the total decline being 
over $3 a bale from the high of the morning. 
There was a great quantity of long cotton 
forced out on stop orders as the market de- 


clined. The West was credited with having 
sold freely in the last hour. At midday the 
West and New Orleans were credited with buy- 
ing freely on the advance. 

The weakness in the stock market was to 
some extent a factor in the decline. The money 
situation was another influence, but the techni- 
cal condition of the market seemed to be the 
most important one. While there has been a 
large long interest in the market, the specu- 
lative short interest has not been of corre- 
sponding proportions, as the high prices for this 
market have made it the hedging ground gen- 
erally for the South, the mills, Liverpool, and 
the Continent. This has made a large short in- 
terest on straddle account, but a short interest

MAYOR OVERHAULS HOBOKEN. 


Gonzales Orders an Investigation of 
All City Departments. 


As the result of disclosures made by 
James Cummings, the recently appointed 
Building Inspect6Or of Hoboken, N. J., 
Mayor Gonzales, at a special meeting of 
the Common Council to-day, will appoint 


& vommittee to investigate all the city de- 
partments. 

Mr. Cummings discovered that for seven 
years not a dollar for permits issued by 
the Building Department had been re- 
turned to the city, Capt. Frederick Steig- 
leiter of Company K, Fourth Regiment, 
N. G, N. J., has been Building Inspector 
of Hoboken since 1897, when the office 
was created, 

Mayor Gonzales said. that according to 
his estimate about $10,000 must be due the 
city from fees received in the time that 
Capt. Steigleiter held office. He admitted 
that he had not discussed the matter with 
Capt. Steigleiter, to whom he had sent a 
communication asking him to appear at 
the Mayor’s office at 9 o'clock yesterday 
morning Up to 12:30 o’clock Capt, Steig- 
leiter had not appeared, said the Mayor. 

The fees due from the Building Inspec- 
tor’s office are for building permits issued 


by that office. Under the law these fees 
are: 


For @ permit for the erection of a building 
costing less than $1,000, $2. 

For a permit for the erection of a bullding 
costing from $5,000 to $10,000, $7. 

For a permit for the erection of 
costing from $10,000 to $15,000, §$ 

“or a permit for the erection of 5 building 
costing more than $15,000, $1 additional for 
every $1,000 more of the cost; for a permit to 
move a building from its lot, $5, and for a 
permit to raise a building more than eight 
feet, $3. 

Mavor Gonzales has Assistant Corpora- 
tion Attorney Allen working on the case. 
Hie says he does net know where the in- 
vestigation may lead.
